Chicago, Ill— Clarence 
T. Holland, carpenter's 
mate, third class, USNR, of 
Elba, Ala., can claim a share 
in one of the most outstand- 
ing records of the war while 
serving with Fleet Air Wing 
One, whose record in the fi- 
nal phase of the conflict is 
now being released by the 
Navy. 

The newly announced -de- 
tails of the Wing’s record 
show that it sent more than 
175,000 tons of Jap shipping 
to the bottom with its Mar- 
iner, Coronado and Priva- 
teer planes, damaged at 
least that much more ton- 
nage, and shot down more 
than 40 planes.

THE MESSAGE OF CHRISTMAS 
TO TUE WORLD 
LESSON TEXT; Luke 2:1-14 
GOLDEN TEXT: Glory to God tn the 
highest, and on earth peace, good wil) 
toward men.—Luke 2:14. 


Christmas again! Yes, and it's 
going to be a joyful Christmas this 
year, isn't it? Let's not miss a sin- 
gle bit of the Joy and gladness of 
the season. Let's observe all the 
precious customs and_ traditions 
Let's share in the pleasantness and 
the laughter. Some may have tc 
do it with a sense of sadness hidden 
in their hearts, but even they will 
Join us In really keeping Christmas 
this year, 

But don't forget to keep Christ in 
your Christmas this year as never 
before! We who know Him should 
realize how much the world needs 
Him. We should see in the months 
just ahead our greatest opportunity 
to make Him known. 

Our lesson topic is ‘‘The Message 
of Christmas to the World.'’ What 
is that message? Here it is: 


I, Make Room for Jesus! (vv, 1-7). 

“It came to pass'’—yes, it always 
does when God has given His prom- 
ise. For seven centuries God had 
said, ‘‘He is coming,"’ and then He 
came, God rules the affairs of this 
world even though thoughtless and 
unbelieving men not only grieve 
Him, but often defy Him. 

Jesus came—but He came to a 
manger, “because there was no 
room for him in the inn,"’ Is it not 
the same today? There is no room 
for Him now in the hearts of most 
men. Is He wanted in our places 
of business, in our governmental of- 
fices, in our social gatherings? 

Remember, it was not because 
they hated Him that there was no 
room, It was just that they were 
“preoccupied.” That is the trouble 
in men’s hearts today. They should 
have made room in the inn for Jesus 
even though everyone and every- 
thing else must be turned out, and 
we should make room for Him no 
matter what else or who else must 
go, They would have made room 
for Jesus had they known who He 
was, We do know, and yet we do 
not make room. Why not? (Jer. 
17:9; John 15:24; Rom, 8:7)," 
(John W. Bradbury). 

That is the message ‘of Christ- 


II. Tell Others About Jesus! (vv. 8- 
12). 

The religious leaders slept soundly 
the night Jesus was born. ‘They 
knew the prophecies of His coming, 
but they were not looking for Him. 
Perchance some of them slept in 
the very inn where He could not be 
received. 

But the shepherds were awake 
They knew that something unbeliev- 
ably great had happened, for the 
heavens were ablaze with celestial 
glory. 

At first they were afraid, but they 
were s00n comforted by the words 
‘Fear not."’ How characteristic that 
message is of the whole gospel tes- 
timony. Fear not, there is salva- 
tion; Jesus has come to seek and to 
save the lost, 

But be sure to note that such a 
message is not just for one’s per- 
sonal joy and encouragement; it is 
for ‘‘all people’ (vy, 10). The shep- 
herds realized that and the verses 
following our lesson tell us that 
‘they made known" what they had 
seen (vy. 17-20). 

How great that need is today! 
After all these centuries since Jesus 
came there are still multitudes of 
people on this earth who have never 
heard about dur Saviour. There are 
children who would ordinarily have 
been in church and Sunday school 
who, because of the war, have 
grown up in heathen darkness, 

Others there are who have heard 
but have not responded, and we 
must go to them once more this 
Christmas and tell them that ‘a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord” 
was born in Bethlehem, 

Make room for Jesus, and then 
make Him known to others. That 
will lead you to 

III, Praise God for Jesus (vv. 13- 
14). 

The angels could hardly wait with 
their praise. ‘‘Suddenly” a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host appeared, 
praising God for the blessed mes- 
sage of peace and good will. 

The Christian life is quite incom- 
plete and unbalanced if it does not 
include much praise. The Lord 
{s worthy of all the praise of every 
believing heart this Christmas Day! 

The writer of these notes extends 
to you the heartlest of good wishes 
at this glad Christmas season. He 
pleads with you if you are not a 
Christian, make room for the Sa- 
viour in your heart! Then, let us all 
make Him known everywhere, to 
the praise and glory of His name,

Ford to leadership in sales again, the 
company having trailed Chevrolet 
throughout most of the decade preced- 
ing the war, On his toes, young Ford had 
shown the new 1946 model last July, 
only two days after government author- 
ization for resuming civilian produc- 
tion, and the firm was well off to post- 
war output when impeded by strikes. 

Retiring at 82° after having resumed 
the presidency of his famed company in 
June of 1943 upon the death of his son, 
Edsel, Ford declared that he would de- 
vote most of his energies to his outside 
interests, chief of which have been 
utilization of farm products in industry.

BRIGHT FUTURE FOR TIMBER 


In the rising industrialization of the South, interest is 
centering ever more closely on our forests, Use of our tim- 
ber supplies, which rose 20 per cent during the war, promises 
to be sustained or even increased as the pent-up demands of 
peace are felt, Our 220,000,000 wooded acres have for years 
supplied the nation with more than 40 per cent of its lum- 
ber.

Southern pulpwood, which became so important during the 
pre-war decades, undoubtedly will continue to establish new 
highs. Studded with yellow pine, our timberlands teem with 
the type of trees whose wood easily converts into paper pulp. 
Most encouraging is the demonstrated ability of these trees 
ta replenish themselves. Assuming that recently developed 
statistics are reliable, our snow-free, warmer Southern acres 
replace nine trees each year for every ten we use, Extensive 
conservation and replanting programs promise to make this 
ratio even more favorable, 

With enlarged populations and incomes, our Southern cities 
and towns form a gigantic market for peacetime products. 
Trained more extensively than in any previous era, Southern 
labor is making a potent bid for industrial recognition. The 
South’s growing demand, coupled with its skilled labor 
supply, makes an impressive beat in the economic pulse of 
the nation. 

The indications are plain, In the South we have a reassur- 
ing supply of timber, labor, and other resources, The demand 
for old and new wood products is seemingly inexhaustible. : 
Manufacturers, well aware of the advantages in having ready 
markets amid a plentiful source of raw materials, are not 
liable to ignore the signs.
